MANUFACTURING PRODUCES 
MORE THAN AGRICULTURE? 


The Canadian Press estimates Cana. 
da’s national income from all sources 
for 1986 at $4,545,000,000, which was 
$452,000,000 greater than in 1935. In 
making up the table the Canadian 
Press used the figures of the Domin- 
fon Bureau of Statistics. 

Manufacturers produced the great- 
est wealth with agriculture second, 
mining third, tourist traffic fourth and 
forestry fifth. Manufactures was valu- 
ed at $1,467.673,000 and agriculture 
at $746,968,000. Mining production 
was valued at $376,000.000 and tour- 
ist traffic at $250,000,000. 

One very important point should 
not be overlooked in considering the 
values of agriculture and manufac- 
tures, and that is that the valuation 
of manufactured production is based 
on an artificially high domestic price 
while the bulk of agricultural pro- 
duction is valued on the comparative- 
ly low level of world prices.

Premier King Hopes For Prorogation | 
Before May First 


Parliament will assemble January 
14 for what is hoped will be a quick 
session ending the last of April so 
that members of the government and 
of both Houses may attend the coro- 
nation ceremonies in London on May 
12. Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
upon announcing the openig date, 
said he could see no reason why the 
work of Parliament could not be com- 
pleted in three and a half month. 

“Tf we are unable to prorogue be- 
fore the coronation we will have to 
adjourn and come back for a midsum- 


mer session,” the Prime Minister 
said. 
Immediately after the coronation 


there will be an Imperial Conference 
which will take up the greater part 
of June if not longer. 

Everything will be in readiness for 
rapid despatch of business, so far 
as the government is concerned, the 
Prime Minister said. According to the 
rules of Parliament, a large part of 
the first month of each session 
given over to private members. It is 
possible this privilege may be cur- 
tailed or suspended on this occasion; 
but only on general agreement of al! 
members.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
H.G.L, Strange 


A Scotchman made perhaps the 
greatest gift ever sent to Western 
Canada and received nothing in re- 
turn. 

This refers to the introduction into 
Canada and the west of the famous 
Red Fife wheat, which was not only 
of superlative quality itself, but also 
is one of the parents of Marquis, Re- 
Gamet, Thatcher and other 


weed, 


of the township of Otonabee, Canada 
West. (now Ontario) asked a friend 
in Glasgow, Scotland, to send him a 
little wheat. This Scottish friend too’ 
a small auantity from a cargo shin 
which had just arrived from Danzig 
David Fyfe received this and seeded 
it, but only three ears rinened. These 
were carefully preserved and seeded 
again and proved to be a w sant 
wheat, which was given the 
name of Red Fife. 

Red Fife was imported into Mani- 
toba about 1870, and the first ship- 
ment of wheat from Western Canada 
made in 1876, consisted entirely of 
Red Fife. This established the high 
reputation of Canadian wheat on the 
worlds markets. 

David Fyfe made little or nothing 
out of his selection, and the name of 
his Scottish friend who made the valu 
able gift to us is not even known.

The cause of wintry cold waves | 
will be studied for the first time in 
acroplane flights to be made at Fair-

Harold Gillam, commercial pilot,
